WASHINGTON (UPI) — Paul M. Butler, former, 
chairman of the Democratic National Committe, died 
today of a heart attack. 
He was 56 years old. 
Butler died at George Washington Hospital where 
he had been under treatment since Dec. 5. 
The hospital said he had been admitted at that 
time for observation because of 
“complications arising from a 
number of medical problems.” 
He died at 8:20 a.m. after the 
heart attack.

Tone Set For Next 


Round Of Red Talks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Setting the tone for new 
talks with the Soviets, Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
warned Russia today it would be a “dangerous illusion” 
to think the West will not fight to preserve its vital in­ 
terest in Berlin. 
The secretary said in a major speech to the Am­ 
erican Historical Assn. meeting here that a Soviet mis­ 
understanding of this 
basic 
fact could lead to a nuclear 
war. 
President John F. Kennedy 
and other Western leaders, he 
declared, have decided that the: 
“vital interests and commit­ 
ments in West Berlin, crucial 
to our own security, must be 
defended at whatever cost.” 
, 
That decision “remains the 
basis on which we intend to 
explore the possibilities of a 
peaceful resolution of the Ber­ 
lin crisis,” he said. “If peace 
depends on clarity, the other- 
side must not be allowed any 
dangerous illusion.” 
He said “this clarity is the 
basis of an assurance to our 
own and other peoples that the 
possibilities of patient diplo­ 
macy will be exhausted to in­ 
sure that vital interests are 
protected and that the other 
side will not be permitted to 
make a fatal mistake.” 
The next stage ot this patient 
diplomacy will get underway 
shortly — possibly next week, 
—when U.S. Ambassador Lle^ 
wellyn Thompson starts a new 
sounding out of Russia’s Ber­ 
lin intentions. 
Apparently taking note cf 
Thompson’s mission, Rusk put 
U.S. policy in this light: 
“We regard it as essential 
that our negotiators — wher­ 
ever they may sit — work with 
measured confidence, knowing 
that behind them there exist 
well 
balanced, flexible, and 
highly mobile miltary strength 
and a government and people 
prepared to use that strength 
if vital interests are threat­ 
ened.” 
There are several paths to 
nuclear war. Rusk said. 
If could happen if one side 
or the other deliberately sets 
out to provoke one — although 
“I am inclined to believe that 
the irrationality of such 
a 
course makes it relatively un­ 
likely.” 
Also, it would be a situation 
in which two sides confront 
each other, each utterly con­ 
vinced that under no circum­ 
stances would the other resort 
to nuclear war, each therefore 
tempted to press its demands 
across the threshhold of disas­ 
ter. 
Third, Rusk said, the path to 
war lies in simple confusion 
about essential interests, mis­ 
apprehensions about the tol­ 
erable limits of conduct.

P l a s t i c bombs — favorite 
weapon of the right-wing die- 
hards crippled or shook radio 
and TV relay towers at Bor­ 
deaux, Toulouse, Nimes and 
Toulon in France. Bombs also 
went off in the Algerian city 
of Constantine. 
The French president’s an­ 
nouncement that the French 
army would be withdrawn from 
Algeria-—“in any case”—was a 
severe blow to the Europeans 
in Algeria who have looked to 
the army for political as well 
as military support through­ 
out the eight-year nationalist 
rebellion. 
In Algiers Europeans felt 
cut off. Their statements boil­ 
ed down to a feeling that now 
they were on their own.

(Q) “ My boy is 10, and be­ 
ginning to feel independent. 
Sometimes he is openly de­ 
fiant. He is rude in fror* of 
other people. I get quite em­ 
barrassed. So far I’ve given in 
rather than create scenes. Am 
I right?” 
L.R.H. 


(A) No. Don’t let him get 
by with open defiance. If you 
do, you’ll lose all control. 
When he is defiant, punish 
him. Wait to do it until you 
are alone. But don’t weaken. 
Use the mildest punishment 
that will teach the needed 
lesson. He should give you 
his respect. You should not 
accept anything else. This 
will become very important 
when he reaches his teens. 


(Q) “ My boy is 14, and doing 
well in school. However, re­ 
cently he joined a bad gang. 
His school work is beginning 
to deteriorate. Can a good boy 
hold out against a bad gang?" 
Mr. W. T. 


(A) Not for long. Many 
good boys have gone to pot 
after 
joining 
bad 
gangs. 


Good girls, too. See your 
son’s counselor. Ask if jobs 
can be found for him at 
school rhich he will enjoy, 
and which will bring credit 
to him. A team manager­ 
ship for example. Or a place 
on the school paper. Do your 
best to have your boy drop 
from the bad gang. If worst 
comes to worst, move. Then 
he’ll have to find different 
friends. The early teen years 
are crucial. 


(Q) “ How early should a girl 
start dating? My daughter is 
12. She has a crush on a boy 
of 15. He has a bad reputation. 
We’ve refused to let her date 
him. She's terribly upset. Are 
we making a mistake?”

(A) No, you are not. Girls 
of 12 are too young for the 
responsibility of d a t i n g . 
Some girls of 14 can date 
safely. Some girls should 
wait until later than thaf. 
Much also depends on the 
boys they go with, and the 
affairs they attend.

He soon became known, how­ 
ever, as a storm center in the 
divided Democratic Party.

aside after the 1960 meeting. 
He remained in Washington to 
practice law. 
Butler was married in 1934 
to the former Anne Briscoe.

WASHINGTON — The So­ 
viet satellites continue to kick 
over the traces—and the end 
is not yet. Certainly all is not 
well behind the iron curtain 
when you consider that with­ 
in a space of four months: 
1—The Kremlin has had to 
imprison the entire popula­ 
tion of East Germany to keep 
them within the Soviet bloc. 
Reason—people too independ­ 
ent. 
2—The Kremlin has had to 
break 
diplomatic 
relations 
with Albania in order to get 
it out of the Soviet bloc. Rea­ 
son—government 
too 
inde­ 
pendent. 


MOSCOW’S 
E A S T E R N 
European empire isn’t what 
it used to be. Stalin couldn't 
keep Tito in line and Yugo­ 
slavia bccame the first Soviet 
satellite to win its independ­ 
ence. Tito wasn't anti-Com- 
munist; he just wanted to pur­ 
sue Communism Yugoslavia’s 
way, not Stalin’s way. 
The same with Gen. Enver 
Hoxha, the Albanian leader. 
He is not anti-Communist; he 
just wants to pursue Com­ 
munism 
Stalin’s 
way, 
not 
Khrushchev’s way. 
And why did the Kremlin 
decide that it had to take 
such extreme measures to 
discipline l i t t l e Albania? 
Surely not because of the im­ 
portance of Albania. I think 
the real explanation is that 
after Albania dared to assert 
its independence of Khrush­ 
chev’s 
de-Stalinization, 
the 
Kremlin had to make an ex­ 
ample of Albania to hold the 
other satellites in line. Not 
that the Poles or the East Ger­ 
mans, for example, want to 
enthrone S t a l i n i s m ; they 
don’t. They would like to be 
more 
anti- Stalinist 
t h a n 
Khrushchev. 
Evidently Mr. Khrushchev 
would rather lose a little sat­ 
ellite than to abide such in­ 
dependence as the Albanian 
Communists demonstrated. 


WHEN THE TOP Commu­ 
nist leaders fall out, they 
throw epithets at each other 
in a way which makes H. L. 
Mencken sound like a Sunday 
School teacher. They know ex­ 
actly the words which will 
most 
iniuriate 
the 
other. 


Khrushchev calls Hoxha an 
ally of the imperialists and, 
most revolting of all, a “dog­ 
matist.” Hoxha calls Khru­ 
shchev a “revisionist” and a 
violator of “Marxism-Lenin­ 
ism.” 
At one point in its note to 
the Soviet Union, the Alban­ 
ian government declared: 
“After systematically set­ 
ting up one economic block­ 
ade after another, the block­ 
ade of silence and political 
isolation, in order to bring 
our party to its knees, at the 
22nd CPSU C o n g r e s s N. 
Khrushchev went as far as to 
attack publicly through slarb 
ders and vicious accusations 
the Albanian Workers Party 
and its leadership and overtly 
launched counter-revolution­ 
ary appeals for the overthrow 
of the leadership of the party 
and of the Albanian state, 
thus grossly interfering in the 
internal affairs of a sover­ 
eign 
socialist 
country, 
a 
friend and an ally.” 


It is interesting to com­ 
pare what Mr. Adzhubei 
said to President Kennedy 
in his recent interview with 
the real-life facts exposed 
by the Albanian leader. Mr. 
Adzhubei 
a s s u r e d the 
President that the Soviet 
Union never interferes in 
the internal affairs of an­ 
other country, is against 
exporting either revolution 
or counter-revolution, and 
always wants the people to 
decide the kind of govern­ 
ment they want. Gen. Hox­ 
ha shows that these words 
are for foreign consump­ 
tion only, that Soviet prac­ 
tice is exactly the opposite. 


THE 
SIGNIFICANCE 
of 
this new breach in the Soviet 
bloc goes beyond the tortur­ 
ed relations between Albania 
and Moscow. This time num­ 
erous Communist parties are 
siding with Albania. They 
didn’t like having the anti- 
Albanian line thrust upon 
them without any advance no­ 
tice at the Moscow congress. 
And when Red China spoke 
out against Moscow’s treat­ 
ment of Albania, less than 
half of the 81 Communist par­ 
ties joined the Russians in 
condemning Albania.

It seems that a few more 
words can still be written on 
the separation of church and 
state, ACLU, county court­ 
house issue. I am a Christian 
who tries to practice this

I am also deeply 
doubtful of the need to pro­ 
tect the sensitivities of our 
atheists. 
Like 
all 
splinter 
groups, they can survive only 
at the pleasure of the major­ 
ity who are ot opposite per- 
suasian. 
Now one additional point 
regarding 
Mr. 
Dempster’s 
theology. Words like “the 
gentle Jesus” are fighting 
words to the militant Chris­ 
tian. Jesus was the founder 
of the ACLU! “Render unto 
Caesar . . . " is the very cor­ 
nerstone of the whole argu­ 
ment. But He would be the 
first to point out the Phari- 
seeism of their present car­ 


ryings on. And his denuncia­ 
tion would not be “gentle.” 
However, all this does not 
mean we should scrap the 
ACLU. The thing to do is join 
it and make it better. I am not 
sure we would have survived 
McCarthyism without this or­ 
ganization and we’re going to 
need it more in the next dec­ 
ade than ever before.

The emotional, but not sub­ 
stantiated, criticism of School 
Board Trustees Kirk, Marshall 
and Sereda is indefensible. 
The villification of them in 
public discussion and in pri­ 
vate is inexcusable. The im­ 
pression being conveyed to 
many of the residents of the 
Novato Unified School District 
is that these men have acted 
on mere caprice and that they 
did not make their reluctant 
decision after many hours, 
days, and months of sincere 
efforts to rectify the deficien­ 
cies they have observed. 
School Board Members are, 
by law and definition, Trus­ 
tees of the affairs of a school 
district. They are pledged to 
fulfill their trusteeship to pro­ 
vide their school district with 
the best possible educational 
program consistent with sound 
educational philosophy and 
financial practice. They can­ 
not permit their judgment to 
be altered by emotion or 
friendship. If they do so, then 
they have failed in their trus­ 
teeship. 
Another erroneous impres­ 
sion, too, is that the present 
crisis is an isolated one insti­ 
gated solely by Trustees Kirk, 
Marshall, 
and 
Sereda, but 
nothing could be more false. 
Former Board members, and 
others, who now deplore the 
present situation, have, in­ 
deed, short memories. 
The 
minutes of Board meetings 
over the years, as well as the 
files of the press, will bear 
this out. 
From my own experience as 
a Trustee for many years I 
know and appreciate how im­ 
portant encouragement from 
the electorate is in a time of 
strife. It is far to easy to crit- 


iceiz without full and intimate 
knowledge which can be ob­ 
tained only by months and 
years of ^work and observa­ 
tion. 
Dr. Sereda, Mr. Kirk, and 
Mr. Marshall now need and 
deserve your support. There 
are, I know, hundreds who 
approve of their decision, but 
are reluctant to speak out for 
fear of retribution. Let them 
know publicly that they have 
your approval and support. 
Do not be apprehensive that 
there w i l l be retaliation 
against you and your family 
socially, business-wise, or in 
the classroom.

Fairy Godmother Of Mill Valley 


She Turns 
Ugliness 
To Beauty

Because 
s h e transforms 
ugliness into beauty Mrs. Hen­ 
ry S. Foster is something like 
a fairy godmother to Mill Val­ 
ley. But her magic is far more 
than turning pumpkin and 
mice into coach and four, for, 
while she is a romantic at 
heart, she is also a shrewd 
business woman. 
The particular way in which 
Mrs. Foster transforms ugli­ 
ness into beauty is in remodel­ 
ing old buildings in the town 
—not merely to update them 
but to create structures of ar­ 
chitectural originality, artistic 
merit and, wherever possible, 
with a touch of old world 
charm. 
Most famous of these is El 
Paseo—so named because of 
its architecture reminiscent of 
a street in Spain. Almost as 
startlingly 
transfigured 
by 
Mrs. Fosters’ talent were the 
pharmacy, confectionery-res- 
taurant, optician's office and 
the local newspaper offices 
across from the bus depot 
El Paseo — a fascinating 
story in itself—is typical of 
her philosophy and methods. 


IT ALL STARTED when she 
used to walk past a hideous, 
narrow three-storied building 
opposite Mill Valley's beauti­ 
ful Outdoor Art Clubhouse 
and grounds, thinking “Why 
doesn’t somebody do some­ 
thing about that ugly things?” 
As a member of the club, 
she considered it an intoler­ 
able situation that the mon­ 
strosity 
should be 
located 
across from the club which 
was founded for the purpose 
of and dedicated to the pres­ 
ervation of Mill Valley’s nat­ 
ural beauties. 
“Finally I bought it because 
its ugliness annoyed me so,” 
she said. “In fact, ever since 
then every building I have 
bought has been an eyesore 
that I wanted to change.” 
A remarkable circumstance 
is that Mrs. Foster had no ex­ 
perience 
whatever 
in 
the 
building business and pro­ 
ceeded after month of study 
of buildings, books and visit­ 
ing California missions by 
working out her ideas with a 
young man, Augustus Costi- 
gan. 
“He was not a licensed ar­ 
chitect,” she explained, “but 
I consider him a building gen­ 
ius. 
“I was convinced the ven­ 
ture could be a success com­ 
mercially, too, for there is no 
reason why a piece of busi­ 
ness property cannot be both 
beautiful and profitable. This 
had been proved to me by 
the success of a similar struc­ 
ture in Palo Alto designed by 
Pedro Lemos, head of the art 
department at Stanford Uni­ 
versity.”

The same love of time-hon­ 
ored things is everywhere evi­ 
dent in the Fosters’ large old 
English style home at 175 Hill­ 
side Avenue, which they have 
occupied for 31 years. It is a 
veritable treasure house of 
antiques. 


THERE IS everything from 
a bowl dating back to 2,000 
B.C. and a solid mahogany 
bedroom set from Napoleon’s 
palace at Versailles to the 
comparatively 
recent 
early 
Americana such as a spinning 
wheel and exquisite dishes 
and silver. 
“Our nieces and nephews 
call our home ‘Aunt Edna’s 
museum’,” she laughed, “but 
I don’t collect things just be­ 
cause they are old the way 
many antique fanciers do. I’m 
not interested in anything 
that is not beautiful as well 
as old.” 
Nor is everything in the 
house antique, for there are 
many examples of Mrs. Fos­ 
ter’s other enthusiasms, such 
as plants, a St. Francis shrine, 
objects like the unique musie- 
box wine decanter she picked 
up on her trip to Europe this 
year—and many, many paint­ 
ings, especially of animals. 
Needless to say, they are real­ 
istic. There is no modern art. 
Another characteristic for 
which Mrs. Foster is widely 
known is her interest in poli­ 
tics and her staunch Repub­ 
licanism. 
She was women’s vice presi­ 
dent of the Marin Republican 
Central 
Committee 
during 
two of the 12 years she was a 
member, and she was also on 
the State Republican Commit­ 
tee. Active in Pro America 
since 1941, she was its chair­ 
man for two years and on its 
state board for four years, 
and she served as vice presi­ 
dent of the Marin Taxpayers 
Assn. when it was organized. 
People, young and old, are 
her hobby, too, and there’s 
many a person in the town 
who has reason to be grate­ 
ful for her help, especially in 
times of emergency.

even regard her as a second 
mother.

ing—related on his father’s 
side to the poet Oliver Wen­ 
dell Holmes — and Jennie 
Smith Deming. a member of 
a pioneer California family. 
Her father was originally a 
school teacher but became a 
farmer when the family mov­ 
ed, after five years in Michi­ 
gan, to Napa, Calif., when Ed­ 
na was 7 years old. 
They lived 10 miles out in 
the country so that Edna had 
to ride horseback to and from 
school over a route that re­ 
quired opening and closing 
13 gates. 
“I loved my horse and 
taught him to stand so that 
I didn’t have to get on and 
off to handle those gates. Ac­ 
tually I grew up with animals 
for friends more than peo­ 
ple,” she said. 


“EXCEPT FOR one year I 
lived with an uncle and aunt 
in Santa Cruz and attended 
high school there, I attended 
Napa High School and on 
graduating went on to the 
University of California at 
Berkeley. 
“I had edited the high 
school newspaper two years, 
and I thought for a time I 
wanted td‘ be a writer, but 
when I learned there was a 
scarcity and great demand for 
teachers of home economics, 
I decided to major in that 
field.” 
She was a member of Psi 
chapter of Alpha Delta Pi so­ 
rority and of Alpha Nu, hon­ 
orary society in nutrition at 
the university. 
After her graduation in 
1916 Edna took her first 
teaching job at Fortuna, Cali­ 
fornia, the town where her 
maternal great grandfather 
and great grandmother had 
settled when they came across 
the plains in a covered wagon. 
She taught there two years, 
then.went to. Petaluma, where 


she taught three more years, 
running the school cafeteria, 
too. She had her girls cook in 
family size portions so that 
what they cooked could be 
served in the cafeteria. 
Through mutual friends she 
met Henry Simpson Foster, 
who worked in the music de­ 
partment of a stationery and 
music store in Petaluma, and 
in 1921 after he returned 
from World War I they were 
married, and he resumed this 
work until they bought a 
prune and walnut ranch in 
Santa Rosa. 
% 
When a disastrous freeze 
ruined their orchards a year 
and a half later, they moved 
to Berkeley, and Foster took 
a position as assistant mana­ 
ger with the Parker Pen Co. 
in San Francisco, where he re­ 
mained until he retired as 
office manager in 1952. 
As a student at the univer­ 
sity Mrs. Foster had belonged 
to g hiking club that came 
often to Marin County, and 
she had learned to love Mill 
Valley so much that in 1924 
when they found they could, 
trade their ranch for a house 
opposite Old Mill school on 
Lovell Avenue, they iifffnedi- 
ately seized the opportunity. 
Soon Mrs. Foster was par­ 
ticipating in many town activ­ 
ities and even became presi­ 
dent of the Old Mill* Par ent- 
Teacher Assn., an extraordi­ 
nary circumstance since the 
Fosters h a d no children; 
though a nephew, Art Foster, 
lived with them at various 
times, and there were always 
lots of children of neighbors 
around the house. 


SHE AND HER husband 
became very much interested 
immediately in the cause of 
preserving Mill Valley’s nat­ 
ural beauty and as a first step 
contributed to a fund novelist 
Kathleen 
Norris 
and 
her 


brother, Fred Thompson, were 
raising to rdd several acres to 
Old Mill Park. 
Mrs. Foster joined the Out­ 
door Art Club, serving as its 
garden section chairman for 
five years and literary chair­ 
man two years. She was also 
one of the founders of the 
Mill Valley Community Church 
and was first vice president 
and program chairman of its 
women’s organization, th e 
Triple C, two different years. 
She first became interested 
in property when her father 
traded his ranch for four 
houses in Mill Valley, and she 
helped him with their man­ 
agement, but since starting 
with El Paseo in 1936 her own 
building ventures have taken 
all her time to the extent that 
they are her major interest, 
and she no longer has the 
time to be active in organiza­ 
tions, with two exceptions. 
She belongs to and is the 
current president of the San 
Francisco Tea Club, a purely 
social luncheon group found­ 
ed 66 years ago, and is still 
dative in Pro America, hav­ 
ing been on its board of direc 
tors 20 years. 
Her first trip to Europe this 
year whetted a natural appe­ 
tite for travel, and she hopes 
to do more, though she finds 
business responsibilities make 
it difficult for her to get away. 


ONE FAVORITE hobby — 
gardening—has had to be re­ 
placed by flower arranging 
because it required too much 
physical exertion. 
Non-sectarian, she likes to 
visit various churches, believ­ 
ing that each has its own val­ 
ues. 
“I w'ould like to believe in 
reincarnation,” she said wist­ 
fully, “just because I’d like 
to think there w?ould be an­ 
other chance to do all the 
things I want to do.”

Continued from Page M 4 
leading from Throckmorton 
Avenue to Sunnyside Avenue. 
Lending authenticity to the 
structure patterned after the 
old California missions and 
similar places in Carmel, San­ 
ta Barbara and Palo Alto are 
such d e t a i l s as naturally 
weathered and hand hewn 
beams, doors like those de­ 
signed by Franciscan monks, 
hand-wrought l a t c h e s and 
hinges that are replicas of 
those in old Mexican cathe­ 
drals, 
hand-cut 
champagne 
bottle insets in doors and 
windows, 
wayside 
shrines, 
purposely sunken walks to 
suggest years of wear, and 
roof tiles from Guatemala 
made as the Indians had made 
them, shaping them over the 
upper part of their bare legs 
so they are larger at one end. 
The words of a favorite 
poem of Mrs. Foster express 
how successfully the old world 
atmosphere has been captur­ 
ed: 
“How long the quiet shadows 
lie! 
Was that the wind’s low- 
whispered sigh . . . 
Or padres’ sandals shuffling 
by . . . ” 
Not satisfied with having 
created architectural beauty, 
Edna Foster, in a characteris­ 
tic fashion, set out to provide 
the less tangible aspects of 
the beautiful by making El 
Paseo a home for the fine arts 
of painting, sculpture, music 
and dance by sponsoring art 
festivals. 
When El Paseo opened in 
1941 with an exhibit of 2,000 
paintings, 5,000 people visited 
it. 
“It was so successful,” said 
Mrs. Foster, “that Mrs. Nor­ 
man Livermore told me it had 
encouraged her in her work 
at the Marin Art and Garden 
Center in Ross. 
“This was the first, time 
Mill Valley had been associat­ 
ed with art shows and exhib­ 
its. Since then we have had

Life Of The Party 
Can Do 'The Twist' 


The horns, confetti and 
funny hats at this weekends 
New Year s parties will look 
pretty much the same as in 
the past. But one new thing 
will be added. 
It's a dance—the twist. And 
just 
about 
everyone 
who 
dances seems to be doing it 
these days. 
Marin, dance studios here 
report, is no exception. 


THE BIG CLAMOR right 
now, they say, is for instruc­ 
tion in the twist. And instruc­ 
tors are kept busy answering 
calls to private parties to 
teach the dance. 
Unlike other recent dance 
fads, the popularity of the 
twist is not restricted to the 
teen-agers. 
“People of all ages seem to 
go for it,” the studio directors 
say. Teen-agers, they add. 
may exaggerate the steps and 
movements while adults may 
be a bit more conservative 
and subtle in their approach 
to the dance. But, basically 
they are doing the same 
dance. 
The twist, the experts say, 
ij definitely not a technical 
dance. It is a “fun dance” and 
an “interpretative dance.” 
The instructors describe it 
as a composite of a number of 
dances that enjoyed popular­ 
ity in the past including the 
Charleston, the shag, the rock 
’n’ roll and the jitterbug. 


HAVING BEEN in the lime- 
light for a number of weeks 
now, the twist is still going 
strong, the experts say. There 
is no sign as yet that the 
craze is dying—at least not in 
Marin. 
Here are the basic instruc­ 
tions as provided by one San 
Rafael dance studio — the 
Arthur Murray Dance Studio 
on Miracle Mile: 
To learn the twLst motion, 
stand with feet apart, knees 
slightly bent and twist the 
hips with every drum beat of 
the music. Count in repeats 
of 1, 2, 3. 4 as you practice. 
Twist left hip forward with 
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STRAW BRIDGE a n d his teacher begin the basic side to sido 
twist step. He stands w ith feet apart, leans to one side, 
an d twists his hips in count w ith the music.

"CAN SIMULATED LEATHER BE DRYCLEANED?" 


Sim ulated 
leather 
is a 
term used to describe a syn­ 
thetic resin coated fabric 
that looks like, feels like 
and is as pliable as genuine 
leather. There are many va­ 
rieties and qualities of sim ­ 
ulated leathers frequently 
com bined with one or more 
woven fabrics. Your satis­ 
faction depends upon the 
fabric combinations 
a n d 
garment construction. 


Simulated leather skirts, 


coats or jackets that are not 
lined will wet-clean satis­ 
factorily. Sim ulated leather 
garments com bined w i t h 
fabrics that can 
be wet- 
cleaned uiay he wet-cleaned, 
but if the trim or lining 
fabrics 
w ill shrink, 
they 
cannot he wet-cleaned. 


Drvclcaning. on the other 
hand will remove the sol­ 
vent-soluble carrier that is 
used to resin-coat these fab­ 
rics. When that is gone, it 


cannot he replaced. There­ 
fore, even though the fabric 
com bined 
with 
simulated 
leather may he dryelean- 
able, the sim ulated leather, 
itself, cannot he drycleaned. 


W henever your simulated 
l e a t h e r 
garment needs 
cleansing, take it to your 
professional dryeleaner and 
rely upon his expert opin­ 
ion about how it should be 
handled. 


right hip back on count 1; 
twist right hip forward with 
left hip back on count 2, and 
continue 
t h i s 
alternating 
movement. 
In the basic side to side 
twist step, the man puts 
weight on his left foot, twist­ 
ing for four counts. His part­ 
ner does the same except 
she starts with weight on op­ 
posite foot. At the end of four 
counts, both shift weight to 
their other foot and again 
twist for four counts. This is 
repeated several times. 
In the basic forward and 
backward twist step, the man 
steps forward on left foot, 
places his weight on that foot 
and 
twists 
in 
place 
for 
four counts. Meanwhile his 
partner steps back on her 
right foot, places her weight 
on it, and twists for four 
counts. Both then maintain 
their foot position, but shift 
weight back to the other foot 
and again twist in place for 
four counts. This is repeated 
several times. 
When the dancers become 
proficient, they bend deep in 
the position in which their 
weight is placed. 


The twist chase is a fancier 
part of the dance. 
From the side-by-side posi­ 
tion, both partners turn one- 
quarter to their left, place 
weight on their left feet and 
twist in place for four counts. 
Then, maintaining the same 
foot position, the partners 
swivel half way around to 
their right, place weight on 
their right feet and twist in 
place for four counts (the wo­ 
man is now behind her part­ 
ner) This is repeated several 
times. 


THEN THERE’S the tick 
tock twist, an arm movement 
added to the forward and 
backward step. 
The arms 
swing from an outstretched 
position so as to cross in front. 
On count 1, the hands are 
outstretched. 
On 
count 2, 
arms are crossed in front. On 
count 3, hands are about 24 
inches apart. And on count 4, 
the dancers return to the 
count 2 position. 
The whip is another arm 
movement to be done with the 
forward and backward step.

A MARIN County physician 
has estimated that 20 per cent 
of the long-term patients now 
in general hospitals would be 
in good hands in nursing 
homes. 
One difficulty has been in­ 
surance 
requirements, 
but 
changes are in the wind there 
that could allow some of the 
chronically ill patients to be 
housed in nursing homes. 
Another factor, of course, 


has been the available nurs­ 
ing home space. The number 
of such homes, however, has 
been increasing rapidly in re­ 
cent years. And with this in­ 
crease has come new prob­ 
lems. 
A major problem has been 
the setting of standards for 
the quality of care given pa­ 
tients. A concerted, long-term 
effort has been made to im­ 
prove these standards of the 
nursing, homes or convales­ 
cent hospitals as they are 
sometimes called. 
In this state, the California 
Commission of N u r s i n g 
Homes and Related Facilities 
has notified the some 4,000 
such establishments of its 
planned program for accredi­ 
tation, similar to that already 
in operation for general and 
medical hospitals. The first 
nursing home in California to 
receive this accreditation was 
a Marin County institution, 
the Center Medical Hospital, 
located on Professional Park­ 
way Center in Terra Linda.

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Our Aged 
Need Fun 
In Lives 


By CHARLES PENDLETON 
In some civilizations of an­ 
cient tim^s the aged were put 
to death or allowed to die 
w i t h o u t any preventative 
measures before they became 
an unwelcome burden upon 
society. We view this as bar­ 
baric. 
But even today there are 
some, including a few medical 
scientists, who advance the 
theory that such a solution to 
the problem of the aged is the 
humane approach. 
To support that contention 
they may cite geriatric or wel­ 
fare hospitals they have vis­ 
ited in which the elderly lan­ 
guish without care or atten­ 
tion. 
There is, however, a more 
enlightened approach to the 
problem. 
Generally, say the experts, 
there are three categories of 
care required by the aged. 


FIRST, THERE is the “re­ 
tirem ent type,” elderly folks 
who require little if any spe­ 
cial care. They might well 
colonize and be housed in in­ 
dividual cottages. S e v e r a l 
such 
communities 
can 
be 
found in California and Ari­ 
zona. But this “ideal” situa­ 
tion is a more or less “eco­ 
nomically select” one. 
In the second category are 
the elderly folk who require 
frequent care. They are the 
convalescent and chronically 
ill aged. 
The third group is com­ 
posed of the totally incapaci­ 
tated, the completely bedfast 
patient who requires constant 
medical and nursing care and 
who is beyond rehabiliation. 
Hospitalization is the only 
practical 
solution 
for 
the 
members of that third cate­ 
gory, authorities agree. But 
they will add that there are 
many persons in the second 
category who are now hos­ 
pitalized, but who could be 
equally well cared for in nurs­ 
ing homes at a substantially 
lower cost and releasing beds 
in the general hospitals to

and the California Assn. of 
Nursing Homes Sanitariums, 
Rest Homes and Homes for 
the Aged, Inc. The commis­ 
sion is not a state agency. The 
objective in its accreditation 
program is to appraise the 
available health resources of 
the aged and develop stand­ 
ards to provide and foster the 
best possible care for the 
aged. Nursing homes or con­ 
valescent hospitals seeking 
this accreditation must under­ 
go a rigorous and comprehen­ 
sive survey nearly identical 
to that of a general hospital. 


EXAMINING briefly what 
an aged person can expect in 
a nursing home such as the 
Center Medical Hospital, let’s 
take a composite history of 
several patients and call this, 
“the case of Mrs. Y.” 
Mrs. Y suffered a stroke. 
There had been some brain 
damage and nearly all of one 
side of her body was para­ 
lyzed. She was completely 
bed-ridden when she came to 
the Center Medical Hospital. 
Round-the-clock n u r s i n g 
care was required under the 
supervision of a physician. 
Registered nurses are always 
in charge of the nursing care. 
And an occupational therapist 


is on the staff of the Center 
Medical Hospital. As soon as 
Mrs. Y showed signs of im­ 
provement, under the direc­ 
tions of the attending physi­ 
cian, she was given treatment 
by the occupational therapist. 
Initially, Mrs. Y could not 
care for herself to any degree. 
She was a widow living with 
a married daughter w h o 
worked and had three small 
c h i l d r e n . Obviously, the 
daughter could not provide 
the necessary care Mrs. Y re­ 
quired. 
Slowly, carefully, each day 
there was smalt improvement. 
Then came the day that Mrs. 
Y was able to brush her teeth. 
Then, a short while later, she 
could put her own robe on. 
Eventually, a few cautious 
steps, with the aid of a walk­ 
er, always under the super­ 
vision of a nurse, the thera­ 
pist or both. Again, later, the 
great day when Mrs. Y could 
dress herself completely and 
walk alone down the hall to 
the patio and a chair in the 
sun. 
This was the greatest ther­ 
apy of all! 
The Center Medical Hospi­ 
tal is the only convalescent

Continued from Page M 10 
hospital in the Bay Area to 
retain the services of an oc­ 
cupational therapist on its 
staff. This rehabilitation pro­ 
gram is a stride forward in 
the history of nursing homes 
or geriatric hospital. No long­ 
er are these homes simply a 
place for aged people to sit, 
staring vacantly and await the 
end. 


Nationally there are over 16 
million persons over the age 
of 65. If the trend continues, 
they will number 20 million 
by 1970. There is an ugly side 
to this picture: 
Over 20 per cent of these 
people make up the new ad­ 
missions to our mental hospi­ 
tals. This is the period of life 
that has the greatest suicide 
rate of any age group And of 
course, they fill our hospitals 
for the chronically ill, our 
nursing homes and our coun­ 
ty hospitals, and preoccupy 
our home nursing programs. 
The mere fact these people 
are aged doesn’t account for 
these facts. They have been 
socially 
segregated, 
simply 
because they are old. 
The enlightened operators 
of nursing homes and conval­ 
escent hospitals have realized 
these facts and have tried to 
do something about it. Recrea­ 
tion programs have been in­ 
itiated. Volunteer and auxili­ 
ary groups have been organ­ 
ized. Nursing home operators 
have formed their own pro­ 
fessional 
organizations 
and 
marched along on an organ­ 
ized basis of study and re­ 
search 
Once more, let’s check Cen­ 
ter Medical Hospital's volun­ 
teer groups and some of their 
activities. 
Patients in groups or singly 
enjoy being read to. 
Maga­ 
zines, newspapers, books, are 
immensely enjoyed by the pa­ 
tients when read by the vol­ 
unteers. 
Daily these volun­ 
teers come into Center Medi­ 
cal Hospital and help out the 
staff. 
Sometimes they just 
sit with the patients and talk 


or listen. It’s wonderful just 
to have someone to talk to, 
they say. This is therapy, too. 
Each month there is a birth­ 
day party for everyone hav­ 
ing a birthday that month. 
Candles are lit and • blown 
out, and, though it seems a 
simple thing, it helps a lot to 
bolster sagging spirits, especi­ 
ally when a tube of shaving 
cream 
or a 
new lipstick, 
brightly wrapped, is handed 
out. 
Once a week, there is a 
songfest. One of the patients 
plays the piano. One or more 
volunteers help wheel the pa­ 
tients 
into 
the 
recreation 
room, Some of them sing, 
others listen. But singing or 
listening, you can note the 
enjoyment of hearing the old 
hymns, the old favorites, on 
their faces. 
Junior volunteers do a big 
job at Center Medical Hospi­ 
tal. They help feed patients. 
They help pass out trays. They 
play games with the patients 
—games like Chinese or regu­ 
lar checkers, cards or talk­ 
ing games. 
Speaking of trays and feed­ 
ing, when asked about how 
many different diets the chef 
had to cater to. owner-opera- 
tor James Moore laughingly 
threw up his hands and said 
48, the total capacity of Cen­ 
ter Medical Hospital. He ex­ 
plained that an average oc­ 
cupancy of tne facility would 
include nephritic ( k i d n e y 
malfunction) or heart patients, 
terminal cancer cases, which 
require an almost totally liq­ 
uid diet. Intravenous feeding, 
even nasal feeding is done 
frequently. Every type of diet 
from 1,000 or less to 3,000 
calories per day is prepared. 
The chef must really plan 
ahead to provide the varied 
and unusual foods required 
for 48 different patients three 
times daily. 


B IT BACK to the volun­ 
teers — they must be trained, 
too. The volunteers are a ma­ 
jor contribution in the reha­ 
bilitation of aged people in a

In addition, thou­ 
sands of children have been 
through the free 
summer 
workshop program, and have 
participated in the theater 
work 
through 
local 
unit 
groups. 
These workshops utilize the 
help of hundreds of volunteer 
mothers, and are under the 
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MAYBE YOU REMEMBER "The Shoemaker 
and the Elves," the 1948 free summer work­ 
shop production presented by the children 


of the Ross-Kentfield unit of Marin County 
Junior Theater. The free workshops are 
staged under the paid tutelage of a profes­ 
sional director. 


"RIP VAN WINKLE" was the 1949 summer workshop pres­ 
entation of the Ross-Kentfield unit of Marin Junior Theater. 
The summer workshops have proved to be highly success­ 
ful, drawing children from throughout the county and en­ 
abling them to put on highly finished productions.

They are pre­ 
ceded each year by a winter season of professional plays 
brought to Marin County by Junior Theater. The first play 
of this winter's season is "Sleeping Beauty" by the Lesselli 
Marionettes next Saturday at 10:30 a.m. and 2 p.m. at 
San Rafael High School.

THROUGH ITS full sum­ 
mer-winter program, Marin 
County Junior Theater is able 
to introduce all facets of the 
theater to children from the 
first to the eighth grades. It 
is a program that has drawn 
wide attention from neighbor­ 
ing communities and other 
localities and is sometimes cit­ 
ed as one of the reasons why 
a family chose to locate in 
“marvelous” Marin. 
Junior theater was started 
at the end of World War II. 
Children had been deprived 
of live theater due to gas ra­ 
tioning. A play was therefore 
brought to Marin County. It 
was “Hansel and Gretel,” put 
on by the San Francisco Op­ 
era Company in Forest Mea­ 
dows in 1945. More than 3,000 
children attended. 
The high interest in the 
theater resulted in the forma­ 
tion of a permanent group 
called Junior Theater. It was 
headed by Mrs. Charles White 
of Ross. Its aim, which has 
been continuous through its 
history, is to bring the best 
of children’s professional the­ 


ater to the youth of Marin 
County. 
To 
participate 
in 
theater activities became the 
second logical step in the 
theater group s program. 
Units were formed in San 
Rafael, San Anselmo, Ross- 
Kentfield, Belvedere. Mill Val­ 
ley, Sausalito, Larkspur and 
Corte Madera. At the end of 
the war, in some of these sec­ 
tions the schools were able to 
take over and present a spe­ 
cialized theater program for 
the children. Units continuing 
their own program are oper­ 
ating in Ross-Kentfield-Green- 


brae. Sleepy Hollow, Fairfax 
and Belvedere-Tiburon. Sum­ 
mer workshops in these units 
draw hundreds of young peo­ 
ple each year. They select 
their productions from the 
classics as well as original 
material.

WHAT'S NEW IN STEREO 
Andre Previn Again Demonstrates His Versatility

Andre Previn is equally 
adept as an arranger, compos­ 
er, conductor, concert pianist 
and jazz man. 
He has done the musical 
scores to some 32 Hollywood 
films. His concert appearance 
in San Francisco last year was 
highly unusual in that he ap­ 
peared as piano soloist in clas­ 
sical repertory for the first 
half of the program, and then 
switched to jazz, accompanied 
by his other trio members, for 


the second half of the pro­ 
gram. 
Here are two newr Columbia 
Stereodiscs that present 
a 
close recorded approximation 
of the unorthodox recital: 
HINDEMITH: Sonata No. 3;

major work, both in length 
and in fine performance, on 
this disc. Its four movements 
combine elements of the ba­ 


roque suite with elements of 
the classical piano sonata. The 
Barber pieces are light and 
whimsical, but Previn’s per­ 
formance of theme is just a 
little stiff. The title refers to 
“excursions” 
into 
regional 
American folk idioms. 
Fiddles and harmonicas are 
instantly recognizable in the 
final excursion, a swinging 
barn dance. The piano sound 
is good, but my copy had a 
great deal of surface noise. 
A TOUCH OF ELEGANCE 


—Andre Previn, his piano and 
his orchestra in The Music of 
Duke Ellington—CS 8449. Not 
really jazz, but really Duke 
Ellington (except for the title 
tune, Previn’s own composi­ 
tion), and presented in anoth­ 
er voice entirely from the 
Duke’s own inimitable style. 
“The worst you could do 
would be to try to imitate 
Duke,” says Andre. His new 
concept is smooth, neat, lis- 
tenable, and altogether one of 
the best “piano and strings” 
type album I’ve ever heard. 


The Duke’s wonderful melo­ 
dies and harmonies are left 
pretty much intact in Previn’s 
arrangements, and the royal 
personage even honored his 
interpreter with a brand new 
tune composed just for the 
occasion, 
“Le 
Sucrier Ve­ 
lours.” Naturally, such favor­ 
ites as “Satin Doll,” “Perdi­ 
do,” and “Sophisticated Lady” 
are also included. 
Andre’s homage to Duke is 
an elegant album that wfll 
bear continued listening.

THE W AY OUT W ORLD by 
Long John Nebel, Prentice- 
Hall lnc„ 225 pages, $3.95. 
Reviewed by Don Keown. 
Long John Net>el is a color­ 
ful character whose career 
Ijps taken him into m a n y 
fields, the latest of them an 
unusual radio show in New 
York City that starts at mid­ 
night and runs until dawn. 
To this he has recently added 
a television show. 
His specialties are inter­ 
views of and freewheeling dis­ 
cussions with such oddities as 
people who claim to have had 
contact with flying saucer 
crews from outer space, medi­ 
cal quacks, zany inventors, 
students of extra sensory per­ 
ception, spiritualises, practi­ 
tioners of the occult, fortune 
tellers, "psychic doctors’* and 
similar con men, fanatics and 
"way out” people. 
In this book Nebel intro­ 
duces you to some of the odd­ 
est of those oddballs along 
with a sprinkling of serious 
scholars and debunkers. His 
own attitude is one of healthy 
skepticism. But he a d m i t s 
that he hasn't come up with 
the answers for several of 
his guests and their weird per­ 
formances. 
His style is breezy and oft­ 
en ungrammatical. The edit­ 
ing is extremely loose. But the 
subject matter is fascinating. 
Once you start your acquain­ 
tanceship with the strange 
friends of Long John and 
their bizarre beliefs, you will 


FRONTIER LIVING by Ed­ 
win Tunis, World Publishing 
Co., 
Cleveland, 
Ohio;

"Frontier Living” is the one- 
man production of Shawan, 
Md., artist Edwin Tunis. 
And a rar^ man he must be! 
Playing writer, artist and 
editor, Tunis has produced a 
well done set of documentary 
sketches of life in the new 
frontiers of America . . . the 
frontiers that once were the 
Atlantic seaboard and two 
hundred years later the Pa­ 
cific Coast. 
Biting into the subject of 
frontier life and manners he 
begins with the early settle­ 
ments around Jamestown Is­ 
land, Va. in 1607. Here he 
launches into an illustrated 
lecture on separate subjects 
of cabins, guns, life in the 
woods, etc. 
Successive sections showing 
life as the frontiers advanced 
are treated in the same way, 
making up in detail and in­ 
terest what such arbitrary 
characterization might lose in 
coverage. 
For example: 
The term 
"Indian summer” he claims 
has been said to originate in 
the early days of settler-Ind- 
ian battles when a warm thaw 
after the first few frosts and 
snows could mean time for an 
indian attack. Normally the 
Indians ranged only in warm­ 
er wreather and the settlers 


find it difficult to interrupt 
your reading. 


DISORDERLY 
HOUSES 
by 
Alan Ansen, Wesleyan Uni­ 
versity Press, 85 pages, $1.25.

For too many of today’s 
"poets” the use of meter, 
rhyme, consistency of tone, 
end discipline within one of 
the highest of disciplines is 
square. 
The modern mania for ex­ 
pressionism by authors, paint­ 
ers, poets and musicians, al­ 
lows too many crackpots in 
the side door, so to speak. Pi­ 
casso proved himself in draft- 
manship before he experi­ 
mented and then established; 
so has T. S. Eliot. But poet 
Alan Ansen has not, if "Dis­ 
orderly Houses” is the extent 
of his work. 
Eliot and Picasso p l a y 
tricks on readers and viewers 
now and then, but Ansen and 
his contemporaries do not 
seem 
to 
know 
themselves 
when they write in trickery 
or wrhen they do not. 
"Disorderly Houses* ” jack­ 
et asserts that it would "not 
be accurate to call Mr. Ansen 
a ‘beat’ p o et. . . ” That is true. 
Although he is probably more 
literate and formally educat­ 
ed than all of them, he does 
not have as much to say as 
several of them, nor does he 
say it as well. 
Ansen’s work is irritating 
because a reader feels the 


considered themselves safe 
from major assault after win­ 
ter set in, with the exceptions 
of said "Indian summer” per­ 
iods. 
He also suggests that the 
term ‘hit the nail on the head” 
was as much of a backwoods 
marksman line as it was of 
any carpenters. 
The reason being that a nail 
head was the standard shoot­ 
ing target for such gay occa­ 
sions as marriages and other 
social gatherings. In shooting 
against his feliow woodsman 
for a prize, be it a jug or a 
fat turkey, the men would use 
a nail, popping at it from the 
distance of 60 yards. 
The tale is told that all 130 
woodsmen who accompanied 
Capt. Michael Cresap to Bos­ 
ton in 1776 could put nine­ 
teen of 20 bullets within an 
inch of such a nail. 
The process of "hating out” 
also is outlined, which per­ 
haps even has some modern 
connotations. When a group 
of settlers felt one of their 
band 
deserved 
punishment 
for a.minor offense the treat­ 
ment of "hating out,” or loud­ 
ly cutting the other person at 
every occasion was utilized. 
Somehow the problem of 
horse thieves is reminiscent 
of the current auto thefts. 
Summary: For the price tag 
one could hardly go wrong 
with the well done volume. 
Publishers say for 10 years 
and older, and it’s quite true.

"Western Roundup” is a 
collection of short stories by 
members of the Western Writ­ 
ers of America. It contains 17 
stories by 17 writers. 
These 17 have taken the 
opportunity to present stories 
they like—and probably, in 
some cases, stories that were 
a little too off-beat for the 
magazines to which they usu­ 
ally sell. 
Among the more off-beat— 
in very different ways — are 
the 
opening 
story, 
"Only 
Good Ones,” by Elmore Leon­ 
ard, and the third-from-last,: 
"Due Process,” by Steve Fra- 
zee. 
"Only Good Ones” is a 
stark and sensitive tale, a bit 
reminiscent of Marinite Wal­ 
ter van Tilburg Clark’s "Ox- 
Bow Incident.” "Due Process” 
is dead-pan hilarity. 
The rest of the stories 
range from some very like 
what appeared in Western 
Story Magazine and Ace-High 
in the dear, dead days of the 
pulps to others that are strict­ 
ly slick-paper. 
All 
are 
several 
notches 
above the slow-walk-to-a-show- 
down that is the standard for­ 
mula of the writers for tele­ 
vision. Some don’t even have 
any shooting. 
If you like westerns, you 
should enjoy this volume. 


THE ANNALS OF MURDER 
by Thomas M. McDade, Uni­ 
versity of Oklahoma Press, 
357 pages, $15. Reviewed 
by Don Keown. 
Former Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agent Thomas 
M. McDade, now a business 
executive, 
has 
undertaken 
the formidable task of com­ 
piling a bibliography of books 
and pamphlets relating to 
American murders from co­ 
lonial times to 1900. 
He has amassed a total of 
1,126 titles ranging from such 
obscure cases as several in 
which slaves rebelled against 
their chains and killed their 
masters to such "celebrated” 
homicides as the axe slayings 
of Andrew and Abby Borden 
and the fiendish crimes of the 
sinister Bender family. 
His labors will be of inter­ 
est and value primarily to 
those engaged in research, 
not only into the specific field 
of homicide, but into their re­ 
lated sociological, legal, po­ 


litical, etc., aspects. For mur­ 
der and murder ^trials have 
always 
excited 
the 
public 
imagination. And the result 
has been a reporting in great­ 
er detail than has resulted 
from other crimes and events. 
Non-scholars, too, will be 
interested in McDade’s intro­ 
ductory remarks on murder 
and murder trials, and in his 
explanatory notes that accom­ 
pany each listing. 
But that 
interest will hardly be suffi­ 
cient to justify spending the 
SI5 price tag that has been 
put on the book. 


THE SHADOW CATCHER by 
James D. Horan, Crown Pub- 
lishin Co., 405 pages, $4.95. 
Reviewed by Barbara Hos- 
mer. 
His 18th book, "The Shadow 
Catcher” is another novel of 
the American West by James 
D. Horan who is assistant 
manager of the New York 
Journal American. 
This is a lovely, fast-paced 
tale of a small band who blaze 
a trail into the Oregon Ter­ 
ritory, with young Matt Win­ 
ters along as the painter as­ 
signed to this government ex­ 
pedition. His job is to bring 
home paintings and drawings 
that are accurate likenesses 
of the Indian chiefs and the 
activities of the Indian na­ 
tions, hence the term "shad­ 
ow’ catcher.” 
Like many an historical 
novel, this is a composite tale 
taken from characters and 
journals of the real West, and 
is interesting for its descrip­ 
tive qualities though hardly 
profound. 


THE SHATTERED SEXES by 
Loys Masson, Channel Press, 
254 pages, $3.95. Reviewed 
by Catherine M. O'Toole. 
Whether Loys Masson is the 
Jules Verne of this genera­ 
tion only the passage of time 
will determine. Meanwhile, 
he has written a novel pro­ 
jected into the future that 
chills the reader with its real­ 
ism. 
Two American convict ships 
—one carrying 25 men, the 
other an equal number of 
women—slowly 
sailing 
to­ 
ward a Pacific atoll and an 
island prison where the men 


and women are separated by 
a barbed wire fence but oth­ 
erwise under no discipline 
and with no duties, provide 
the backdrop for Masson’s 
story. What happens when 
both guards and prisoners 
realize that they are part of 
a 
scientific-military 
atomic 
experiment 
results 
in 
an 
Atomic Age nightmare. 
Masson’s book is a tale of 
horror and repulsion. The 
reader’s first thought is to 
dismiss it as the ravings of a 
warped mind. But, in an era 
that concentrates on fallout 
shelters as the solution to 
world tension and neighbor 
considers shooting neighbor 
as both seek shelter from 
skies raining death, the novel 
cannot be discounted. Today 
Jules Verne’s visionary Nauti­ 
lus sails the seas. Perhaps 
Masson’s work is also pro­ 
phetic. 


THE GOLDEN DOOR BOOK 
OF BEAUTY AN D HEALTH

Author Szekely is the found- 
der and director of two health

Here in this book Szekely 
presents for the women a

Choose Fireplace 


Woods For Aroma 


As Well As Heat 
A crackling, snapping fire 
cheerily blazing in the fire­ 
place and filling the room 
with a faint aroma of burning 
wood — what could be more 
pleasant on long winter eve­ 
nings? But you must have the 
right kind of wood. 
Oak is one of the best of 
fireplace 
woods. 
It 
burns 
slowly, gives off ample heat, 
and will not throw sparks. 
Even among the oaks, some 
species are belter than others; 
white oak is one of the very 
best. 
Also very good are hickory, 
maple and hornbeam; beech 
often is rated above oak for 
fireplace tse because of its 
pleasant aroma. Ash is ex­ 
cellent if only partially sea­ 
soned; it burns too quickly 
when dry. 
Logs from 
apple, plum, 
pear and cherry trees are pre­ 
ferred by many—the burning 
wood gives off a delightful 
fragrance. Fragrant also are 
pine, spruce and fir logs, but 
these throw out many sparks 
Among the poorest of woods 
for fireplace use are willow, 
poplar and elm. 
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A dozen roses is one way 
to the lady’s heart, but if she 
loves to garden you might try 
a new approach. Give her one 
dozen rose bushes and watch 
her eyes light up. There must 
be at least that many worth 
planting among the new roses 
for 1962. 
Take the All America selec­ 
tions as a starting point. For 
the first time in our memory, 
there are not one, two nor 
even three winners, but four, 
no less. Any time the choice 
can only be narrowed to four, 
there must be a plentiful lot 
of outstanding roses to choose 
from. 
Kings Ransom ?s a fitting 
beauty to start the parade. 
It’s a rich, chrome yellow hy­ 
brid tea—one of the best all 
round roses in years. A sturdy 
grower, it holds its color even 
in the hottest weather. The 
blooms are extra large and 
perfect for cutting. 
Christian Dior is another 
hybrid tea, and like so many 
of the new ones, it has that 
old fashioned rose color — a 
rich, glowing red. It has the 
other old fashioned attribute 
of fragrance, too, which is al­ 
ways nice to come upon in the 
garden. 
The 
grandiflora 
winner 
this year is John S. Arm­ 
strong. Deep red and a heavy 
bloomer, it apparently lives 
up to an edict laid down by 
the founder of Armstrong 
nurseries: “If you find a real­ 
ly good rose, name it after 
me.” 
Last but not least among 
the four All America roses is 
Golden Slippers—a bushy low 
growing f l o r i b u n d a that 
would make a most colorful 
low hedge. The blooms are 
red and yellow in the bud 


stage, and a rich, golden yel­ 
low when fully opened. 
Looking beyond the All 
America winners, you’ll find 
an array of topnotch runners- 
up. There’s San Francisco, a 
brilliant coppery red hybrid 
tea; Champagne, a buff col­ 
ored hybrid tea with over­ 
tones of pink, described by 
its 
creator 
as 
resembling 
pale moselle wine. Ameri­ 
cana, another brilliant red, 
Coronado, a coppery orange, 
and American Home, a blood 
red rose with traditional frag­ 
rance, are all hybrid teas and 
all worth growing. Trouble is, 
so are so many more, and 
we’ve only scratched the sur­ 
face. You could probably give 
the lady more than a dozen 
new ones without even trying.
